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FOREWORD 


St. James’s Auctions are pleased to present Auction 77, The Premier Sale. 


The sale commences with an interesting group of ancient and Islamic coins, followed by a nice selection of 
English coins. Of particular note in the English section is a William and Mary five guineas, dated 1692 from 
the St. Albans Collection (lot 47). Moving on to the coins of Victoria, we are pleased to offer the desirable 
‘Bonomi crown’, dated 1837 which is certified and graded by NGC as Mint State 63 (lot 77), as well as two 
proof Gothic crowns, one of which is certified and graded by NGC as Proof 62 (lot 78), while the other is 
extremely fine (lot 79). Also on offer is the exceedingly rare pattern gold proof farthing of 1860 by Weyl, with 
a plain edge, certified and graded by PCGS as Proof 66 Deep Cameo, of which only 3-5 examples are thought 
to exist, and this example is particularly pleasing (lot 91). Also offered is a particularly high graded example 
of a 1911 five pounds which is certified and graded by NGC as Proof 66 Cameo (lot 97). 


We are pleased to offer two good groups of modern coins of Elizabeth UH, firstly in lots 110-134 and second 
in The Royal Collection from lots 299-430. The sale also includes The Maundy Collection of the Late David 
Ayers. David was an avid collector of Maundy sets and often gave talks on the coins, using his collection for 
illustrative purposes (lot 135 to 152). 


An important group of items presented to Baron Howe of Aberavon also features in the auction. He served 
under Margaret Thatcher’s government as Chancellor of the Exchequer, a role which incorporated Master of 
the Mint (lots 153 to 163). This includes two lots comprised of banknotes with very early serial numbers (lots 
162 and 163), further banknotes can be found at the end of the auction (from lot 264 to 298). 


We are also pleased to offer a nice group of American coins, including some Californian fractional gold, and 
come Carlson City dollars (lots 228 to 250). 


A spectacular Faberge egg is also offered for sale within The Royal Collection, crafted in 2006 by master 
craftsman Victor Mayer for the 80th Birthday of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth H, it is one of only 26 
produced. Crafted in canary yellow 18ct. gold and rich royal blue enamel, featuring a large ruby in the crown, 
the piece is visually striking. Inside the outer egg, is a small diamond set red enamelled egg, designed with a 
Tudor rose to the centre, this can be removed from the egg mount and placed onto the included diamond 
encrusted chain (lot 433). 


The sale concludes with a selection of silver and world coins and bank notes which formed the start of The 
Royal Collection, before the more modern additions.

The Persian king of the Sassanian Dynasty, Shapur I, was able to defeat the Roman Emperor Valerian at Edessa. 
The two empires had been at war for much time, and Shapur was able to take advantage of the chaotic Crisis of the 
Third Century. When Valerian was defeated, Shapur I kept him captive for the remainder of his life and the defeat 
has made for inspiration for the celebratory rock carvings at Fars. The carvings date to 260 CE and show the defeated 
emperor bowing to the victorious Shapur, who is crowned on horseback. Legend says that Shapur would use Valerian 
as a footstool each time he mounted his horse, and once he had died, Shapur had him stuffed and displayed. This, a 
wonderful coin with rich canary yellow surfaces, recalls the power of the king who defeated a Roman emperor.

Gold coins were not the currency used by ordinary subjects prior to the 18th century, when commerce flourished 
for the nation as a whole as the Industrial Revolution changed the course of history forever. At the end of the 17th 
century, when this coin was struck, its intended use was primarily at court, with the landed gentry, and by banks, just 
then becoming established as true institutions. The value represented by five guineas in gold was just staggering by 
most people’s estimation, equal to the earnings of months of labour for the common man. Gold coins were made 
in limited numbers, the metal itself being scarce, but in fact they offered the finest ‘advertising’ of the country’s 
wealth, both at home and abroad. For this purpose, the portraiture and a new style of reverse (with seashells beside 
a crowned royal shield, replacing the cruciform of the previous two reigns’ large gold) were provided for a pair of 
monatchs. The engraving was performed by James and Norbert Roettiers, whose father, John, was on the verge of 
retirement by the early 1690s. There was cause for this kind of special design: old James I’s abdication, for the sake 
of his Catholic vows, paved the way for new blood mixed with the old, Mary II being his eldest daughter, married 
to the Protestant William of Orange. New faces, a crisp and different royal badge on the reverse of their coins, and 
fate was sealed: the pair accepted the offer of the throne by signing a Declaration of Rights. This established the 
supremacy of Parliament and issued in a new era of politics dominating the old monarchical rights and privileges. 
And yet, no coin ever looked more royal than this splendidly designed, huge piece of golden money.

In the Bentley collection (an example of the above coin was Bentley lot 55), the type was described as an ‘unsung great 
rarity’. The catalogue ponders the reason behind its rarity, contemplating the Royal Mint Commission that took place 
in 1848 which investigated ways to improve the die and matrix production. Perhaps the larger head was introduced 
as a result of the committee. The larger head may have resulted to less wear and tear to the die, as the surface of the 
coin was more evenly filled, thus reducing strain in the striking, therefore extending the life of the die. 

An extremely rare issue with the first small young head.

Adolph Weyl of Germany was the force behind the creation of a series of suggested patterns for Victoria’s late 
Young Head and early Jubilee Head coinage—pennies, halfpennies and farthings dated 1860 and 1887. All were 
engraved and die-sunk by the Lauer family firm of Nuremberg. In the case of the 1860-dated pieces, the patterns 
suggest an adherence to tradition tempered by what is best described as an imaginative reawakening. Victoria’s 
portrait has been slightly altered from the classic by William Wyon, chief engraver of the Royal Mint, in use since 
1837: the curls of her hair and its bun have been made higher and wavier, subtly confirming her relative youth more 
than twenty years after the portrait was first modeled. For the farthing, as seen here, Britannia was replaced on the 
reverse by a classic but ornate cruciform on one shield of which Weyl inserted “animals of the empire” (elephant, 
seal and kangaroo). Peck suggested that these patterns were thus intended for use in the homeland and in British 
colonies or dominions. The reverse legend supports this concept. The beautiful, deeply engraved reverse, a circular 
shield, features scallops facing inward (two in each angle of the open field) with a pair of roses, a thistle, and a 
shamrock balancing the design. At centre is a delicate four-leafed flower, its ends just touching the points of the 
shields. Each shield is topped by a crown. All in all, it is a splendid unifying motif. Legends are all in English. This 
too suggests a worldwide intention, abbreviated legends in Latin having a homeland origin and tradition. Although 
Weyl’s patterns were never accorded official status by the Royal Mint, and most likely were all struck as late as 1904 
(for which Peck gives evidence), they have been embraced by collectors for more than a century as exquisite patterns 
that celebrate Victoria and her era. This farthing in gold also exists with a straight-grained, or reeded, edge. Each is 
so elusive that, normally, it cannot be collected. This lot represents an extremely rare chance to acquite what can only 
be described as a numismatic treasure.

The attribution to Candida is very strong. He was secretary to Mary’s father, Charles the Bold, and had been in his 
service since 1467. He was on a mission abroad when Charles was killed at the Battle of Nancy on 5 January 1477, 
but arrived back in Ghent two days before the wedding. He then became secretary to the ducal couple and resumed 
his travels the following year. 


The medal was to become the model for the design of the Schauguldiner of Maximilian I issued c.1517.

The famous ‘Bronze Horseman’ is the work of Etienne Maurice Falconet (1716-1791), who was invited to Russia 
by Catherine in 1766. The lengthy work was achieved with the help of his assistant Emelyan Khailov and his pupil 
and step-daughter, Marie-Anne Collot. It is believed that it is she who modelled the head. When it came to the 
inauguration by Catherine, on 7 August 1782, Falconet had returned to France, however he was sent two specimens 
of this medal, one in gold and one silver. 


In the curious way of Russian medals, this same medal was struck in 8 varieties, in 5 sizes and involving 6 
medallists. 


An example of the largest (80.5mm.) and extremely rare silver medal was recently sold in Monte Carlo by MDC 
Monnaies de Collection sarl, 29 October 2020, lot 1045 and realised €19,000).

The buyer 
will not be entitled to claim interest on the amount due to him. The buyer 
shall not be entitled to a refund for any lot for any reason save as set out in 
this clause 12(b). 

(13) Save as provided in the preceding paragraph of these conditions buyers 
must satisfy themselves as to the accuracy of their purchases at the time 
of delivery. The Company cannot be held responsible for any discrepancy 
which might be discovered after the lots have been removed from either the 
auction room or the auctioneers’ premises. 

(14) As stated in paragraph (1), the Company acts solely as agent between 
buyer and seller and shall not be held responsible for any default by either 
party or for any action or claim that may arise in connection with any lot. 
(15) Any part of the purchase price still outstanding after the auction, in line 
with the terms of paragraph (8), shall be paid in full within thirty days of 
the date of the auction. Without prejudice to any other rights, the Company 
reserves the right to charge interest on any overdue payment at a rate of 
three per cent per month. In the event that the company shall have paid the 
seller (normally 35 days after the sale) and part of the purchase price is still 
outstanding, title to the lot will pass to the Company. The Company shall 
then have the right to sell any other goods belonging to the buyer and held 
by the Company for whatever reason at such a price that the company, in its 
absolute discretion, thinks fit. The buyer shall also reimburse the Company 
for any additional costs incurred in this process. 

(16) Buyers accepting commissions from third parties do so at their own 
risk. They remain responsible to the Company for full settlement according 
to these conditions 

(17) Privacy Policy - We may collect and process information you give to us 
such as your name, address and references. We will use this information to 
carry out our obligations arising from any contracts entered into between 
you and us and to provide you with the information, products and services 
that you request from us or that we offer. We may share your personal 
information with any member of our group, which means our subsidiaries, 
our ultimate holding company and its subsidiaries, as defined in section 1159 
of the UK Companies Act 2006. We may disclose your personal information 
to third parties in the event we sell or buy any business or assets in which 
case we may disclose your personal data to the prospective seller or buyer or 
such business or assets or if we are under a duty to disclosure or share your 
personal data in order to comply with any legal obligation or in order to 
enforce or apply our terms of use. You have the right to ask us not to process 
your personal data for marketing purposes. 

(18) By making a bid, the buyer acknowledges his acceptance of these 
conditions and agrees to be bound by them. 

(19) If any buyer fails to comply with any of these Conditions, the lot or lots 
in respect of which the failure is made may at the discretion of the Company 
be put up again and resold. The damages recoverable from the defaulting 
buyer shall include, but not be limited to, the auctioneers’ expenses and 
commission in respect of the resale and the amount (if any) by which the 
price obtained on the resale is exceeded by that obtained on the first sale. 
(20) A variation of these Conditions shall only be binding on the Company 
and the seller if it is made in writing and signed by a duly authorised 
representative of the Company. 

(21) These Conditions shall take effect and be construed in accordance with 
the provisions of English law. 
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
